The state superintendent of public in- snan apportien
struction in apportioning theincome of the school fund ™*"*™
in the year 18688, shall apportion to the towns of Vin-
land, Olayton and Neenah, in the county of Winne-
bago, the amount the said towns would have been en-
titled to if joint school district No. one therein had
maintained a school for five months during the year
ending August 31st, 1867. .

SecTioN 2. The town clerks of the said towns of puey of tewn
Vinland, Clayton and Neenah shall, during the year clerks.
1868, apportion to joint districs No. one thereof the
full sum of money said district would have been enti-
tled to, if the report of the clerk of said district for the
year 1867 had shown that a school had been maintained
therein, by a qualified teacher, for five months during
the year covered by such report.

This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
